Claims 1, 2, 6, 22-24 and 26-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 

by Lin. 

Lin disclose a device comprising a resilient ball, two length of resilient arms/cords (31, 

32). 

The method of claims 22-24 and 26-32 is disclosed in the specification of Lin. 
In regard to claims 15 and 16 the examiner is considering elements 313 and 323 as 
fixtures that permit use of a users feet, said fixtures being removable. 

Claims 1, 13, 14 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 

Huang. 

See figs. 1 and 4. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-3, 5, 9-13, 17, 19-24 and 26-31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Strong et al. 

Strong et al discloses a device comprising a comfortable base, two removable latex 
elastic cords 8, said cords capable of providing multiple levels of resistance, said base being 
inflatable. 

The method of claims 22-24 and 26-31 is disclosed in the device shown in fig. 6 and 7, 
the summary of the invention and the body of the specification. 

Claims 1-4 and 6-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Orcutt. 
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Orcutt discloses a ball (resilient) having at least one arm and said arm having 
embodiments of varying strength (see col 3 lines 10-24). 

In regard to claims 6-8 note Orcutt col. 3 line 10-24. 

The method of claims 22 and 24 is disclosed by Orcutt col. 3, lines 10-24 in conjunction 
with the disclosure of the specification.
